Tho vast property first came from a Sir 
ownlcy, of Tun-nicy Hall, living then iu 
fjaneastershire, to whom, in addition to

.ueathcd, c.oimstins; of estates in Leices- 
tershire. SirTownley had one son, who 
married, and in turn left a male heir. 
The 


latter never married, and to his sister Mary 
the entire posse>siocs of Sir Townlay|came 
in succession, and to her heirs. She married 
a man named Chase, to whom she hore four 
sons named,respectively, Richard, William, 
Thomas, and Ao,uil)a. Richard remained in 
England,the other three came to America in 
about 1620; Aquilla settling inNewburynort 
Mass.,or vicinity; Thomas.in Khode Island, 
or vicinity; and William, in Yarmouth, 
Mass. The amount bequeathed was.original- 
ly, £385,000,000, of which oae-fourlh was 
disbursed to the heirs of Richard, who had 
remained in England, and the remaining 
three-fourth, by the recent decision, is to he 
distributed among tho American 
heirs. 


Tho decision was telegraphed to one of the 
Chase heirs, then at Louisville, and since 
thai time several meetings of the heirs have 
heen held at Newport, K. I.

ing candidates for Stale Scholarships on 
Ttio Nalional donation, In Broivu Uni- 
versity.

follows.: 
HEcnoN 1. The Senntors and Jieprescn- 


tstive ol'llie seveial cities null towns, shall, 
from time fo tiinc, :\! least once in a year, 
in Grand Committee, propose the' names of 
young men of the several cities and towns, 
of proper ago aad chamcter, and who shall 
not have the menus of procuring an educa- 
tion for themselves, as candidates lor Stale 
scholarships in liroivn University, on the 
foundation provided by the act of Congress, 
approved July 2d. 1S62, donating land for 
the benefit of agriculture and the mechanic 
arts, In accordance wilh a "Resolution," 
passed January session, 1863, "assigning 
to Brown University the land scrip granted 
by tlie United States to the State of Khodo 
Iiland for the establishment of an Agricul- 
tural College." 


"sc;. 2. Tua Secretary of State otmll ro- 


ceive the names of all persons propounded 
in Grand Committee as candidates for State 
scholarships pursuant to the preceding sea 
ti«n, and sball rec >rd the samo in a book to 
bfl kept in his ofUcs for that purpose ; and 
the Governor and Secrelary of Stale, acting 
in conjunction with the President of the 
University, shall on or before Commence- 
ment Day in each year, and as olteu in each 
jsar besides as occasion may require, select 
from the persona so propounded or nomi- 
nated in Grand Committee, of such of them 
as are eligible, candidates for vacancies then 
existing in said scholarships ; and they shall 
make such selection of candidates in such 
manner that the people of the several 
counties Etmll, from time to time, parlici- 
pate in the benefits ui said national donation 
as may nearly as may be practicable in pro- 
portion to their respective population ac- 
cording to the then last census of the Unjtcd 
States, 


SEO. 3. 
The resolve entitled "Resolu- 


tion providing for the nomination of Stale 
Scholarshipa at Brown University," passed 
at the January session, 1868, is hereby re- 
scinded and annulled.
